HINA’S future is bleak Her 461,000,000 peo­ 
ple still are wracked by civil war. She has 
had an average of some 49 droughts and 48 catas­ 
trophic floods every IOO years, an epidemic every 
five years. The United States is planning to pro­ 
vide the Chinese Government with $30,000,000 
worth of essential foods and medicines, but there 
is little likelihood that this will solve her prob­ 
lems any more than did the millions of dollars 
in materials sent to China by the United Nations 
Relief and Rehabilitation Administration. 
In its attempt to make China self-sufficient, 
the Western World has provided hundreds of 
tractors, threshing machines, bulldozers and 
irrigation pumps. It has set up tool shops in 
which the Chinese themselves have forged 


thousands of hoes, plows and other small hand 
tools. 
Gradually, Chiryr is rebuilding one of her 
basic resources—her farm animals. Disease and 
the Japanese occupation troops had decimated 
this source of f^rm labor and food. Trained by 
UNRRA experts, Chinese veterinarians are now 
turning out their own vaccine to combat dis­ 
eases which annually have taken a heavy toll of 
livestock. Most deadly of these animal diseases 
is Rinderpest, so highly infectious it could easily 
decimate the entire livestock population of the 
U. S. and Canada should it break out here. A 
vaccine developed when it was feared the Jap ­ 
anese might resort to biological warfare is being 
used effectively in China.
